Unfortunate.y, the simple rules
that prevent food-borne poison-
Ings and infections are not al-
ways followed and the pienicker
who eats the food may take
#geveral days to recover from a
gastro-intestinal upset that is a
very sorry ‘and unnecessary ‘way
to end such a carefree occasion,
Keép' it hot, keep it cold —

but never keep it warm, This|
advice about keeping hot foods
very hot and cold foods chilled
but never at warm, in-between
temperatures has been repeated
s0 often that it gives rise to
the feeling that the expression
should be decently retived, Il
ness caused by contaminated
food. ocours with such frequen-
cy, however, that the saying is
very much in uee, cspecially dur-
fng the warm summer months,
Warm Foods Unsafe
Many busy homemakers like
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to prepare picnic foods a day
In advance and seem to enter-
tain the belief that just be-
cause. such foods are cooked, it
is safe to leave them overnight
on the Kitchen table or some
other warm place since they
usually look and smell all right
the next day.

full. All such foods must be prop-
erly chilled until brought out
for the pienic meal.
Picnic Prepared

There are people who think
that much of the food should
be prepared right at the pienic
grounds, but this must surely
depend on the menu. Some
items, like potato salad or sand-
wiches, can be made just as
well on the spot as elsewhere
and fruit can always be substi-
tuted for cream-filled desserts.

If all this good advice is dis
regarded and sickness occurs in
from two to three hours after
cating the picnic lunch, blame
can be laid on the toxins pro-
duced by the food poisoning bac-
teria belonging to the Staphy-
lococel family, particularly Sta-

They multiply like mad in such
foods as warm cream stuffs, sal-
ads and salad dressings. Gen:
crally speaking, the greater the
quantity eaten, the bigger the
stomach ache,

Food Not Cooked

But if the symptoms, which in
both instances include vomiting,
diarrhea, abdominal cramps,
and prostration, occur in from
seven to 72 hours after eat.
ing, chances are that the illness
is caused by a Salmonella infec-

tion from contaminated meat
that was elther insufficlently
cooked or improperly refriger-

Foods that provide a perfect
breeding ground for illness-pro-
ducing bacteria include such
things as cooked meats—partl-
cularly tenderized hams, fowls,

fish, custards, cream-filled pas-
tries and cakes, cooked salad
dressings, stuffed eggs and egg

ated. This type of food poison:
ing is somewhat more tenacious
in character and the individual
sometimes takes as long as ten
days to fecover,

And please take note that gal-
vanized containers should never
be used for the mixing of acid
foods or drinks, particularly
fruit punches, This simple and
apparently harmless procedure
may end in a case of zinc poi-
soning that can prove very dis.
tressing indeed,
